From the San Franeiseo offices of the 
United States Food Administration 
there was received word this morning 
that from the Mexican border to the 
northern line, California is doing her 
‘bit.’ The menus for Food Conserva- 
tion Week, as sent out from San Fran- | 
cisco and published here in another 
column, are being followed religiously. 
Housewives throughout the State are 
even going the terms of the pledge one | 
better, and are devising ways and, 
means for the conservation of food in | 
the home that will prove of value to 
the experts in charge of the campaign. 

There is probably not a housewife, 
or, for that matter, a mere man, in | 
this city who does not understand what | 
conservation of food means. 
at this time is on rations of such a 
kind that it is sapping the strength 
of her armies. This same would hap- 
pen to our boys in France and to the 
fighters of our Allies if we should fail 
to follow the terms of the Food Pledge. 
So far there is not a county in the } 
State that is not measuring up to the 
expectations of the Food Administra- 
ion. ‘This county is keeping abreast ! 
with the rest; so is the city. But it 
behooves every one ef us to do even | 
better than our neighbors. If you have ; 
not already signed the Food Pledge 
Card given vou by the local committee, 
clip the Pledge published here and re- | 
turn it at onée to the office of the 
United States Food Administration in 
San Francisco. 

When Governor Stephens issued his 
proclamation last Monday it was aimed 
directly at you, and asks that before 
November 4th every family in this 
State sign the Food Pledge Card, 
which is a promise to the Federal Gov- 
ernment that California is squarely be- 
hind the Nation and the Allies. Every | 
product necessary to feed our fighters 
across the sea passes through the hands 
of the local housewife. This includes 
wheat, beef, pork, sugar, and dairy 
products. By signing the pledge you 
promise the Administration to become 
a part of the fighting force of this 
country, just as surély as though you 
were undergoing intensive training at 
a concentration camp. 

In urging the American people to 
‘‘serve by saving’’ and to ‘‘fight’’ by 
helping the fighter fight, the United 
States asks no one to go hungry. It 
proposes that people shall ‘‘eat plenty 
bat wisely and without waste.’’ If 
they will do this our own soldiers and 
the soldiers and peoples of our Allies 
and Americans will be healthier, 
wealthier and wiser. The feeding of 
the armies in Furope is, after all, Amer- 
ica’s biggest problem, and as the nat- 
ural guardians of America’s food pro- 
duct the women of this country. are 
called upon to give their services. If 
the housewife will help we can send 
great quantities of food of the most 
concentrated and nutritive value in the 
least shipping space. Every little bit 
that vou save is just that much more 
for our fighters. Your part is to sign 
the Pledge and enroll as a member of 
the Food Administration in your home,
